The Gospel of Mark has 661 verses. If you read Matthew you will read 596 of these verses. If you read 
Luke you will read 506 verses which also appear in Mark. Finally, if you read Matthew and Luke together, 
you will read 95 percent of Mark - all but 31 verses. 

Matthew, Mark, and Luke tell many of the same stories in the same sequence using the same language. 
That is why these three gospels are called synoptic , which means “to see together.” (92 percent of the 
verses in John can be found nowhere else. John is not synoptic.) 

This is the synoptic problem: Who came first? Who used whom? 

Evidence that Mark was the first gospel. 

Most serious students of the Bible believe that Mark is the oldest gospel, and that Matthew and Luke 
borrowed from him. Mark’s stories are usually the longest and the most detailed, and his style is fresh, 
bold, and authoritative.

From age 12 until his baptism around the age of 30, the Bible is silent about the life of Jesus. We know 
that he grew up in Nazareth and learned to be a carpenter, and that he studied the Scriptures as all Jewish 
males did.

• Only Lk tells us that Jesus spent the entire night in prayer before he chose the Twelve. [6.12] 

• Only Lk writes that Jesus was praying before Peter made his confession of Christ. [9.18] 

• Only Lk records that Jesus was praying as his appearance was transfigured and his face began to 
shine with the glory of God. [9.28-29]. 

• Only from Lk do we know that Jesus was praying before he taught his disciples the Lord’s 
Prayer. [11.1] 

Luke has more stories about women than any other gospel writer. Here’s a list: 

• Elizabeth, the mother of John the Baptist. 

• The appearance of the angel Gabriel to the Virgin Mary.

Matthew and Luke share 200 similar verses. Mark does not have these verses. These verses contain words 
and sayings of Jesus. Matthew groups many of them together in the Sermon on the Mount - they include 
the Beatitudes, the Lord’s Prayer, and the Golden Rule. In Luke, the verses are scattered in smaller units. 

Some scholars have suggested that Matthew and Luke may have had access to a source, Q, denied to Mark. 
(Q is from the German Quelle, meaning “source.”) This suggestion would explain why Mark has the least 
preaching of any gospel, and would account for the 200 similar verses in Matthew and Luke. 

No such document has been found, and no mention of such a source is made in ancient literature. Its 
existence, in other words, is hypothetical. The diagram above, however, reflects the judgment of most 
Bible scholars concerning how the synoptic gospels are related to one another.

• The most famous verses in this book are found in chapter one: 

"In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God... 
and the Word became flesh.” 

• Jesus is in Judea in 20 out of 21 chapters! The synoptic gospels place the ministry of Jesus 
almost entirely in Galilee. This certainly has to be a reason why John is 92 percent original. 

• Of all the gospel writers, only John mentions three Passovers during the ministry of Jesus. 

The synoptic writers mention only one - when Jesus was crucified. 

• The phrase "Kingdom of God” (or "Kingdom of Heaven”) is mentioned 50 times in the synoptic 
gospels. It can be found only in chapter three of John. John prefers the term "Eternal Life.”
